H.S. Class Of ‘46 Medal Winners Announced 
Marchessault Wins Silver Award 


It has been announced by the office of the Rector that Rev. Fr. 
W. H. Hingston S8.J., a former Rector at Loyola, will address the gradu- 
ates of the class of H.S. 46, at the High School Closing Exercises on 


the night of October 11th. 


Fr, Hingston, a native of Montreal and a former student of St. 
Mary’s College, entered the Society of Jesus in 1896. During the first 
war he went overseas as Chaplain of the 199th Irish Canadian Rangers, 
and on returning he was appointed Rector of Loyola, which post he 
held from 1918 to 1927. From 1929 to 1934 he was Provincial of Lower 
Canada Province after which he edited the Sacred Heart Messenger. 


1946 marks not only the Golden * 


Jubilee Year of Loyola, but also 
of the Career of Fr. Hingston in 
the Society of Jesus. 

This is the first time that the 
High School Closing has taken

Though many details are not yet 
available it weuld seem that a 
regular cafeteria with trays, casH- 
iers et al is contemplated such as 
will supply the needs of all stu- 
dents in respect to meals. snacks, 
etc., more than adequately.

world. Clothed in their simple black cassocks, so familiar 
to students in a college such as this, they assembled quite 
early in the day to elect a new “Captain” for that great Com- 
pany founded by St. Ignatius Loyola, the Society of Jesus. 
The man selected to occupy the place of Loyola, St. Francis 
Borgia, and twenty-four others, as General of the Society, is 
Very Rev. Father John Baptist Janssens, S.J., Provincial of 
the North Belgium Province of the Society. 


The Jesuits had been without a General since the death 
of Very Rev. Vladimir Ledochowski in 1942, when war de- 
nied most delegates passage to Rome for an election. Dur- 
ing the interim Very Rev. Norbert De Boynes had directed 
the Society as Vicar General. Father Janssens, a noted li. 
guist, is famed for the iearless and exemplary manner in 
which he directed the North Belgium Province during the 
trying days of the German occupation. His election was 
given wide notice throughout the world in the secular as well 
as the Catholic press, for all seem to realize the great im- 
port of the fact that the “fighting” arm of the Catholic 
Church had once again chosen a leader who would carry on 
the great work of the Society in the tradition established 
during four centuries of glorious history.

A great deal of interest has been

Plans for this league were 
formulated during the closing 
weeks of the last academic year 
and put into effect early in this 
semester. Those who bowled in the 
informal Y.C.S. league last year 
were given the first opportunity 
to participate in this new league 
while new members were gained 
through the efforts of two espe- 
cially appointed sccuts. The cam- 
paign for membership was very 
successful for it soon became ne- 
cessary to refuse further aspirants 
for want of facilities.

We walked beside 
him as he headed for the field- 
house, and behind his pale and 
painful countenance smeared with 
mud and frozen from the snow was 
a look of determintion, the like of 
which we hhve never since seen, 
and one which we will never for- 
get. It was Pete who kept Loyola 
in the game, and, as the breaks 
would have it, it was Pete who 
was unfortunate enough to have 
been on the receiving end of the 
kick that rolled behind the Loyola 
line and was snatched by a West 
Hillian for the winning points. 

Pete Shaughnessy is to Loyola as 
George Gipp is to Notre Dame, for 
both are synonymous with the 
name of their school, and both are 
held in the highest esteem by 
faculty and student body alike. Do 
you remember the famous Shaugh- 
nessy rallies? We’ll never forget 
Pete standing up on the auditorium 
stage and keping the whole stu- 
dent body on their feet down in 
front of him until they learned to 
really YELL the Loyola yells. He 
didn’t use the intricate balley-hoo 
or should I say ballet-hoo that the 
modern skirted cheer-leaders use, 
but he just stood there, feet apart, 
shoulders hunched and voice boom- 
ing, inspiring the students to 
literally raise the chapel out of its 
mooring. It was Pete, too, who 
wrote Loyola’s most popular yell, 
the new locomotive, and it was 
Pete’s great Bantam team that 
brought the ‘Seldom Yell’ cheer to 
Loyola. 


And so, as we pay tribute to this 
great Maroon Marauder, we re- 
mind you all that when you hear of 
this Loyola spirit business as being 
dead, or simply as being, then re- 
member that Pete Shaughnessy is 
the boy who really had it, and he, 
too, is the one who developed such 
stars of today as the incomparable 
Keith English, heady Ron Suther- 
land and a host of others, who 
carry the Loyola colours to even 
greater glory. 

Our thoughts drift, then, to Big 
Tiger Bill Shore, a former sports 
ed. of the News, and Loyola’s All 
Time snap-back. And you couldn’t 
help thinking of other stars who 
could not be in this game, such 
greats as Joe Cardin, one of the 
greatest things that ever came in 
a small package; Turk Turgeon 
and Frank Kaine, the Mutt and 
Jeff of Loyola back in 1937 and 
1938, and the two best coaches that 
Loyola ever had, Messrs. Jim 
Tomecko and Phil Nigro.

Speaking of 
Dick Ryan, we recall the day 
Loyola was play:ng Bishop’s. The 
team wasn't rolling any too well; 
they needed a shot in the arm to 
wake them up, and Dick was that 
stimulant. Pare and Eddie were 
the plungers in the two-buck and 
a kick contest, but they weren't 
getting anywhere because the line 
wasnt’ opening holes. Time was 
growing short, and a Loyola score 
meant the Dominion Champion- 
ship. It was second down and the 
ball was on Bishop’s 25 yard line. 
Back to the huddle they came. 
Quarter-back E-idie didn’t ixnow 
what to call. Dick toid him to 
send a plunge through his side,— 
he promised to rip the Purple and 
White line wide open. The ball 
came back to Ed; he spinned, 
slipped it to Dick Pare who slash- 
ed through inside. No sooner had 
he hit the line of scrimmage than 
a huge opening presented itself. 
Legs pumping like pistons, he 
passed the secondary, and headed 
for the flat. Pay-dirt was only a 
tew steps away. Then out of the 
corner of his eye he saw a purple 
sweater bearing down fast. Then 
it happened. Out of nowhere came 
a Loyola warrior who threw a 
beautiful block on the potential 
tackler, and Pare crossed the line 
untouched for the championship. 
Yes, the same man who opened the 
line so Dick Pare could get started 
was the person responsible for the 
block twenty-five wards further 
down the field, the block that 
meant another championship for 
Loyola. That man, Dick Ryan, an- 
other Loyola immortal, didn’t play 
in the Alumni game two weeks ago, 
but he certainly was morally 
present, as were all Loyoia stars 
of yesterday and yesteryear.

The future of the LCAA now lies entirely in the hands of the 
student body and judging by the poor attendance at last Tuesday’s 
meeting, you get the impression that it’s a very sorry looking future. 
When the announcement was made early Tuesday that a meeting of 
the LCAA would be held at 4 o’clock that afternoon for the purpose 
of electing officers for the coming year, a matter of some fifteen or 
twenty minutes work, it was expected that at least a representative 
number of students would be present. However as four o’clock came 
and went it was apparent that no more than a handful out of some 
1200 were going to turn up with the result that the meeting had to 
be cancelled. Now it’s up to the students to decide whether or not 
they want an LCAA. 

From such a showing only one thing can be understood. The 
students don’t want the LCAA which in turn means they don’t care 
what happens to athletics around the school. 

For years the LCAA has been the governing body in sports; it has 
acted as the “go-between” for college and faculty. True the organiza- 
tion had a bad year last season, but a bit of co-operation on the part 
of the student body could easy see to it that with a good executive 
elected the same thing wouldn’t happen this year. 


When the next general meeting of this body will be held is any- 
body’s guess; but unless one is held in the very near future, and a 
representative number of students are present to elect their officers 
it’s quite possible that the LCAA will drop out of existence. 

The tennis courts have been getting a good workout during the 
past two weeks, with the college boys trying (in vain so it seems) to 
get in their tennis tournament before the fall weather sets in. All 
entrants in the tournament chipped in a slight amount, and a fine 
trophy awaits the winner, if and when the weather clears to permit 
resumption of the tourney. 

Roger Mailhot, was the leading light behind the whole affair, 
and he deserves a round of applause for his fine efforts. 

We were always under the impression that somewhere in the 
Junior building, where all the trophies are hidden, there was one donat- 
ed for tennis, but perhaps we’re wrong. At any rate it seems that 
this trophy will be given to the winner and won’t be relegated to 
some dusty showcase where many of the other good cups are stored.
